" Luteous, the stemmaticum black, the apical three abdominal seg- 
ments dark fuscous, the wings hyaline, the costa, stigma and nervures 
blackish, the transverse median nervure received very shortly beyond 
the transverse basal, the recurrent nervure distant from the transverse 
cubital fully four times the length of the latter ; there is only one horny 
point ; it is almost semi-circular, the rounded end in front. Metano- 
tum strongly striated ; the strise in the centre of the base transverse, 
those on the sides roundly, obliquely curved, the others closely, strongly 
transverse." 

Closely related to E. szepligetii n. n. which may prove to 
be synonymous.
